NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—Salaries of 


4,000 officers of the Salvation Army, 
stationed in 1.100 cities and towns all 
over the United States were cut Aug. 
1. on orders from General Bramwell 
Booth at International Headquarters, 
London 
The cut was $1 a week in 


the case of unmarried and $2 in the 
case cf married officers. 
This cut. as well as matters of im-

This Is Gran'dad 


Of All Airplanes 


TTASHTV5TOX D. C.. Sept 10 — 
Results of extreme interest to the sci- 
ence of aeronautics are expected by 
armr aviation experts to be obtained 
from the forthcoming: trials at Fair- 
field. O., of the largest airplane ever 
constructed in the United States 
The machine—a super-bomber tri- 
plane with a wing of 127 feet and car- 
rying six Liberty motors totaling 240" 
horse power—will have an estimated 
speed of 100 miles an hour with a 
carrying- load of 21.000 pounds. 
Its 
construction was begun in 1919 and 
carried forward secretly at the Whitte-; 
mann Aircraft Company's plant. Has- 
hrook Heights. N J. 
Parts of the triplane recentlv sent 
from the New Jersey shop* had to be 
shipped hv circuitous routes to the 
Ohio station In order to g«»t tunnel 
clearance for them on the railways. 
The six motors are set in three 
pairs with on» puller and one pusher 
each group. 
The total weight of 
the machine, including the carrying 
load wi3l be 3".Pfl" pounds.

Dr. Hills Argues 


For Sanctification 


The following sermon by the Rev. 


A. M. Hilla, D. D., on "The Thessa- 
lonian church embodies a close and 
powerful argument and appeal for ac- 
cepting the doctrine of Sanctlflcatlon 
or Holiness and is based in the main 
on the Pauline Epistle to the Thessa- 
lonians: 


Tfwjre are people, even scholars and

Hard Coal Miners 


WILKESBARRE. Pa., Sept. 
9.— 
The anthracite wage agreement send- 
ing the miners back to work at once 
after more than five months of idle- 
ness was ratified by the tri-district 
convention of the hard coal digger* 
tonight. 


Under the agreement 155,000 mine 


workers return to work at the rate 
of wages they received when they sus- 
pended mining on March 31. The new 
contract will be in effect until August 
31 next year, when "a new arrange- 
ment is.to be negotiated "in the lighf 
of a report to be made by a commis- 
sion which both sides recommend be 
created by Congress to investigate ev- 
ery phase of tne anthracite industry. 


The peace pact was ratified by a 


viva voce vote. 
Immediately after" 
the ratification a motion was unani- 
mously adopted lifting the suspension 
at>once~a»d the menjw-iU toe,permitted 
to return-to work on Monday. As soon 
as the convention adjourned leaders of 
the United Mine 
Workers 
immedi- 


ately made preparations to have the 
formal contract signed by both eldes 
at Scranton On Monday. 


When the men return to work the 


suspension will have lasted 163 days, 
one" 
day less than the great strike of 


1902. 
-which continued from May 12 


to October 22. inclusive. The suspen- 
sion- which was never officially de- 


naleu as a strike by the union, was 


free from serious disorder. 
Xone of 


the coal companies made any attempt 
to mine coal, but employed men to 
keep the mines free from water and 
gas.It i* expected that full production 
will not be obtained for several weeks.
